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One of the Seven Great Feasts 





I have for some time been thinking 
of writing on the Feasts of the Lord. 
I will use for a text the following: 

These are the feasts of the Lord, 
even holy convocations, which ye 
shall proclaim in their seasons. 

There are seven great feasts 
apart for the Jews, as follows. The 
Passover, The feast of unleavened 
bread, The feast of the first fruits, 
The feast of Pentecost, The feast of 
the wave - loaves, The feast of 
trumpets, and the day of atonement. 

Now let us remember that each of 
these feasts is a type of something 
concerning the church in this gospel 
dispensation. Many are likely to 
think that these feasts and days ap- 
plied only to the Jews, while the 
literal happening did apply to them, 
but the antitype has a higher mean- 
ing. 


set 


The Passover is a type of Christ. 
The lamb to be used was to be with- 
out blemish, a male of the first year. 
It was to be taken from the sheep or 
the goats, thus showing that Jesus 
was to be a sacrifice for all people. 
The blood was to be applied to the 
door posts, thus: representing that the 
blood of Jesus must be applied to the 
“door posts” of our heart. 

The lamb was to be kept up four 
days as a test to see if it was really 
without blemish. So Jesus was tested 
under public gaze and ridiculed until 
it was proven without a doubt that 








there was no blemish on Him what- 
ever. The testing proved Him to be 
holy. 

The blood applied to the door post 
of one home did not suffice for the 
entire people of Egypt, thus showing 
that the blood of Jesus must be ap- 
plied to each individual thus, refuting 
Universalism. 

The blood applied guaranteed per- 
fect protection from the judgment 
that had been decreed upon all who 
had not faith to make an effort to 
have the blood applied. 

No bones should be broken, thus 
again pointing to Christ and how His 
bones were not broken. 

Jesus stood as a lamb slain from 
the foundation of the world. John 
said, behold the Lamb of God. Paul 
said, “For even Christ our passover 
is sacrificed for us. 

Unleavened Bread 


Unleavened bread was eaten with 
the passover, often the entire feast 
was referred to as the feast of un- 
leavened bread, while at ether times

the whole affair was referred to as 
the passover. The two events were 
connected so that they were often 
spoken of as one feast. 

The unleavened bread pointed to 
Christ as the Bread of Life. It was to 
continue the next seven days after 
the passover was eaten. The picture 
is a very beautiful one. The passover, 
the type of our redemption came 
first, afterwards was the bread eaten 
for seven days. Seven always marks 
a completion. Thus representing the 
applying of the Passover in the begin- 
ning of our experience, then ever af- 
ter this, eating of the bread, daily, 
until we reach the seven days or the 


finish of our course of life on this 
earth, 


Leaven means impurity, but the 
people at this feast must not eat 
leaven bread, if they should, the type 
would fall down. This bread repre- 
sents God within our lives. It repre- 
sents not just Jesus alone but, the 
Father, Son and Holy Ghost which 
comes into our lives. Jesus said in 
John 14:20, “At that day ye shall 
know that | am in the Father, and ye 
in me, and | in you.” “That day has 
reference to the time the Holy Ghost 
came into our lives. In some myster- 
ious way we have the entire Godhead 
within us. Jesus also said, “If a man 
love me, he will keep my words: and 
my Father will love him, and we will 
come unto him, and make our abode 
with him. 

We learn from the Peoples Bible 
Encyclopedia that the Jews at this 
day have three unleavened cakes in 
their feast. These are laid one on the 
other. The father during the cere- 
mony takes the middle loaf and 
breaks it in pieces then hides some 
of this from the children, later he 
brings it forth. It appears that the 
Jews in general do not know what the 
three loaves represent, but I have 
read in literature written by con- 
verted Jew ministers that it is a type 
of the Father, Son and Holy Ghost. 
Everyone separate cakes but repre- 
senting members of the Godhead. 

The feast of unleavened bread 
speaks of communion with Jesus 
Christ, and perhaps the entire God- 
head. 

Jesus instituted the sacrament, 
which points back to the time that 
He, Himself, the Passover, was sac- 
rificed for us, the entire world. The 
wine representing the shed blood 
of the Passover Lamb. The broken

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We all know that a bride is one 
newly taken as wife. The first bride 
or wife we read of in Gen. 2: 21. We 
find that she was taken from Adam’s 
side. The Lord God caused a deep 
sleep to fall on Adam and he slept. 
God took one of his ribs and closed 
up the flesh instead thereof; and the 
rib which the Lord God had taken 
from man, made He a woman and 
brought her unto the man. Adam 
said, “This is now bone of my bone 
and flesh of my flesh.” God declares 
that Christ is head of His body, the 
church, Col. 1:18 and has given Him 
to be head over all things to the 
church. So we find that the church 
is the body of Christ, not the bride. 
But we find that Adam’s bride came 
out of his body, so will the: ride 
come out of the body of Christ, the 
Church, 

1 Cor. 15:47 says, “The first man 
was of the earth earthy: the second 
man is the Lord from Heaven.” The 
Bible says that Adam’s wife or bride, 
was taken from Adam’s body, so the 
bride or wife of Christ is to be taken 
from the body of Christ, the Church. 
Adam’s whole body was not his bride, 
neither is all the body (the Church) 
to be the bride of Christ. 


A marriage supper is always com- 
posed of others besides the  bride- 
groom and bride. The Bible at John 
3:28 speaks of the friends of the 
bridegroom and the 45th Psalm, 
which typifies the majesty of Christ’s 
kingdom, firzt speaks of His might, 
glory, majesty, truth righteousness 
and then of His arrows being sharp 
in the heart of His enemies and so 
on down to the 9th verse which be- 
gins to speak of His marriage. He 
says, “Thy honorable women.” We 
are all sons and daughters by faith 
in Jesus, but not the bride for he says 
in the same verse, “Upon thy right 
hand did stand the Queen in gold of 
Ophir.” We see there is a difference 
between the daughters and the queen, 
bride. In the 13th verse we find the 
king’s daughter, the bride, is all*glori- 
ous within: her clothing is of wrought 
gold. Here he says daughter, not 
daughters. V. 14 and 15 says, “She 
(not they) shall be brought unto the 
king in raiment of needle work: the 
virgins, her companions that follow 
her, shall be brought unto thee. With 
gladness and rejoicing shall they be 
brought: they shall enter into the 
king’s palace.” These represent the 
five wise virgins spoken of at Matt. 
25. 

At 8. S. 6:8 we read, “There are 
threescore queens and fourscore con- 
cubines and virgins without number.” 
Vv. 9 “My dove, my undefiled is but 
one; she is the only one of her moth- 
er, she is the choice one of her that 
bare her; The daughters saw her and 
blessed her; yea the queens and con- 
cubines, and they praised her.” All 
these represent the different ones of 
the company that will follow the 
bride. The concubines were wives of 
King Solomon but not the queen, the 
bride, for he says, “My dove, my un- 
defiled is but one, she is the choice 
one of her that bare her.” The one 
that bare her made a choice between 
her and others that were born of 
her. There must be more than one be- 
fore one can make a chofce. 

We notice in Jno. 3:29 that John 
the Baptist speaks of the friend of 
the bridegroom. This represents an- 
other class who will be at the mar- 
riage supper and at Jno. 15:14 we 
dear Jesus say, “Ye are my friends, 
if ye do whatsoever I command you,” 
but this is not the bride. At a mar- 
riage supper we all know that all 
who are there are not the bride, but 
are they who have honored the in- 
vitation enough to make preparation 
to come. At Matt. 22:11-12 we read 
of a fellow who had not honored the 
invitation enough to make the neces- 
sary preparation which was only to 
put on the wedding garment; the 
wedding garments were furnished by 
the king and all they had to do was 
to put them on and this fellow had 
failed to do that. 

Now God, our Father, the King, 
has made a marriage for His son, Je- 
sus Christ, and every guest has to 
have on his wedding garment which 
is the robe of righteousness. This 
must be put on in this world. We are 
expected, yea required to keep them 
spotless from the things of this 
world. The bride labors as no oth- 
ers do for the kingdom of Christ, her 
bridegroom. This is typified at S. S. 
1:5-6 and shows that she labors for 
the good of others but her sisters are 
not laboring as she does. Some think 
that this is Solomon and that he is 
black. Solomon was a Jew and could 
not be black. No, but this is the bride 
and she is typified as one that has 
labored till she is sunkissed (sun- 
burned) but she was comely (beauti- 
ful anyway).

THE POWER OF ALOCAL CHURCH 


TO DISCIPLINE ITS MEMBERSHIP 





1—A local church has full power 


and authority to prefer charges 
against a layman or member of said 
church and a record or minute be 
made of the actions of the church 
conference. 

2.—A church has no authority to 
deal with an exhorter for any offence 
until after the proper authorities (the 
pastor together with state overseer) 
has revoked his or her papers Then 
and not unti} then has the local 
church any jurisdiction over said 
party. 

3.—A local church and pastor has 
no power or jurisdiction over an 
evangelist or bishop. They are under 
the state overseer and general over- 
seer. The church has no power or 
right to record charges against a 
minister before the state board deals 
with the defendant and revokes his 


or her ministerial authority. The 


minutes. of state board meetings are 
filed away in accused ministers’ fold- 
er at headquarters. If after the board 
revokes the minister’s authority, the 
chureh considers the charges serious 
enough to render him unfit for mem- 
bership, then the church may try him 
or her on said charges, record the 
charges and write the minutes of the 
expulsion. 

The above was written by R. E. 
Blackwood, Overseer of North Caro- 
lina, and approved by the General 
Overseer. Brother Blackwood felt 
that the churches needed this bit of 
information. 

I will add that the state board does 
not exist as in former days, but the 
state overseer is to call whom he 
chooses to sit with him in cases to 
be tried.—F. J. Lee.

There are many people who can’t un- 
derstand that the Holy Ghost is a 
person but the Bible teaches that He 
is one of the triune Godhead. He has 
no body to dwell in except God's 
wholly sanctified people, but when 
these bodies are cleaned and made 
holy, they are fit temples for the Holy 
Ghost to dwell in.

13. 

Jesus said that the Holy Ghost 
would speak when he came. Well, 
did he speak? See Acts 2:1-4. “And 
when the day of Pentecost was fully 
come, they were all with one accord 
in one place. And suddenly there 
came a sound from heaven as of a 
rushing mighty wind, and it filled all 
the house where they were sitting. 
And there appeared unto them cloven 
tongues like as of fire, and it sat up- 
on each of them. And they were all 
filled with the Holy Ghost, and began 
to speak with other tongues, as the 
Spirit gave them utterance.” They 
did not speak different languages 
they had learned to speak but it was 
the Spirit, the Holy Ghost using their 
tongues. They were all Galileeans. 
Acts 2:7. There were about one 
hundred and twenty of them and 
Mary, the mother of Jesus, was one 
of them, Acts 1:14-15, yet the great 
multitude that was gathered togeth- 
er heard them’ speak in their many 
different languages, the wonderful 
works of God. 

We find many people who will ac- 
knowledge that they did speak in 
other tongues on the day of Pente- 
cost when the Holy Ghost first came, 
but they say that it was a miracle 
wrought by God that the Jews from 
every nation under heaven might 
‘ear the Gospel in their own langu- 
age. Read the story of Cornelius re- 
corded in the 10th chapter of Acts. 
While Peter preached Jesus to Cor- 
nelius and his kinsmen, the Holy 
Ghost fell on them. But how did the 
Jews who came with Peter know 
that the Gentiles had received the 
Holy Ghost For they heard them 
speak with tongues and magnify God. 
Acts 10:45-46. The Jews knew then 
that the people had received the 
Holy Ghost because they heard them 
speak with tongues, so today we 
know when people receive the Holy 
Ghost when they speak with  ton- 
gues. 

One time Paul found some Chris- 
tians at Ephesus and, “He said unto 
them, Have ye received the Holy 
Ghost since ye believed? And they 
said unto him, We have not so much 
as heard whether there be any Holy 
Ghost. And he said unto them, Unto 
what then were ye baptized? And 
they said, Unto John’s baptism. Then 
said Paul, John verily baptized with 
the baptism of repentance, saying un- 
to the people, that they should be- 
lieve on him which should come after 
him, that is, on Christ Jesus. When 
they heard this, they were baptized 
in the name of the Lord Jesus. And 
when Paul had laid his hands upon 
them, the Holy Ghost came on them; 
and they spake with tongues and 
prophesied.” Acts 19:2-6. Yet some 
folks tell us that Paul forbid speaking 
in tongues. I wish they would tell me 
where they found that. I am _ sure 
they didn’t find it in God’s Bible.

bread representing His broken body. 
When we take the sacrament we are 
announcing to the world that we have 
communion with Christ. But suppose 
we do not have, then we have lied. 
By this we bring condemnafion upon 
ourselves, and therefore many have 
become sickly and even die. 

Listen at 1 Cor. 10:16. The cup ef 
blessing which we biess, is it not the 
communion of the blood of Christ? 
the bread which we break, is it not 
the communion of the body of 
Christ.” 

I will give the 17th verse from the 
Syriac because it makes it more eas- 
ily understood: As therefore that 
bread is ONE, so we are all one body; 
for we ali take to ourselves from 
that one bread. 

While it is three separate loaves it 
is one in the Godhead. Then if every 
member is in communion with this 
bread, (the Godhead) they are in 
communion with each other. Or in 
other words fellowship with each 
other. 

When there is wickedness within 
the church it is referred to as leaven. 
Leaven of malice and wickedness, 
such as fornication, covetousness, 
idolatry, railing, drunkenness, extor- 
tioning etc. Paul admonished that the 
church should purge out the old 
leaven that they may be a new lump. 
He further admonished that they 
should not eat with such. How is the 
church to keep from eating with 
them? The fourth and fifth verses 
tells what to do. In the name of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, when ye are gath- 
ered together * * * deliver such an 
one unto Satan for the destruction of 
the flesh. 

I am sure that the pastor should 
preach a very forceful and pointed 
sermon just before the sacrament is 
taken. Also usually there should be 
a real conference held, and those 
who are harboring the old leaver 
within their hearts should be dealt 
with. Some may call this close com- 
munion, but it is nothing more than 
good church government. 

John said, That which we have seen 
and heard, declare we unto you, that 
ye also may have fellowship with us: 
and truly our fellowship is with the 
Father, and with His Son Jesus 
Christ. 

If we so live in communion with 
the Father, Son and Holy Ghost we 
will be in perfect harmony with the 
early church. To be in fellowship 
with the Godhead we must isithfully 
conform to His Word. 
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We find in the 14th chapter of 1 
Cor. where Paul is exhorting the 
people to desire spiritual gifts and to 
covet the best gifts. Paul didn’t 
geem to believe speaking in tongues 
the best gift for he said greater is he 
that prophesieth than he that speak- 
eth with tongues except he interpret. 
He also said that he thanked God be- 
cause he spoke with tongues more 
than ye all, yet in the church he said 
he had rather speak five words with 
his understanding that by his voice 
he might teach others also, than ten 
thousand words in an unknown ton- 
gue. He tells us in the 12th verse to 
seek that ye may excel to the edify- 
ing of the church. Wherefore let him 
that speaketh in an unknown tongue 
pray that he may interpret. V. 13. 
He did not have any reference in this 
chapter to receiving the Holy Ghost 
but was writing to a church that had 
the Holy Ghost and had reference to 
the gifts of the spirit mentioned in 1 
Cor. 12. Paul exhorted the people 
to covet the best gifts and to use 
them for the edifying of the church. 

Dear reader, I am sure if you are 
honest hearted and believe God's 
word you are convinced by this time 
that speaking in tongues is a Bible 
experience and the only evidence of 
the baptism of the Holy Ghost. I 
praise God for His precious word be 
cause I know it will stand at the day 
of judgment whether any one down 
here believes it or not. Thank God. 
I pray that you will receive this mes 
sage with the same spirit of love with 
which I have written it and will 
profit by it—Zona Britt.

Walk before me and be thou per- 
fect.” Gen. 17:1. There is much being 
said in these last days against “Chris- 
tian Perfection” and as the fire is 
burning on the altar of my heart this 
morning, I feel like heralding the 
message of perfection to this world 
that will cause us to move ahead as 
never before.

I have 
fought a good fight, I have kept the 
faith, I have finished my course or I 
have attained that perfection for 
which I have been longing. I am now 
looking for my crown and there is one 
for you Timothy and to all who love 
His appearing. Yes, He had reached 
the goal of perfection. John the great 
Revelator, in writing to the church 
at Sardis said, Be watchful and 
strengthen the things which remain 
that are ready to die for I have not 
found thy works perfect before God.
